Develop a partnership with your child's teachers and school staff 


Meet your child's teacher. Immediately after the school year starts, try 
to find a way to go in and meet your child's teacher. Make sure you let 
the teacher know that you want to be involved in helping your child 
learn. You must make it very clear that you want the teacher to contact 
you if any problems come up with your child. Talk with the teacher and 
offer some great tips for developing a partnership with your child's 
teacher. 



Get to know all the people who at your child's school. At your child's 
school, there are a lot of people who are there to help your child grow 
socially, learn, and emotionally grow and navigate the school 
environment. 


Attend parent-teacher conferences and keep in close touch with your 
child's teacher all through the year. At most schools, they usually have 
one, two, or three parent-teacher conferences every school year. Also, 
you can ask to see and meet with your child's teacher any time you 
want during the year. If you have a concern about your child, the 
school, or anything education-related, and you can't meet face-to-face, 
send the teacher a note or set up a time to talk with the teacher on the 
phone. 


Support your child academically. 


Find out repeatedly through the year how your child is doing. Ask the 
teacher how well or poor your child is doing in class when compared to 
other students in the classroom. If you happen to notice that your child 
is struggling to keep up, and most especially when it comes to reading 
and writing, ask what you or the school can do to help your child 
understand and accomplish the schoolwork. It's extremely important to 
act very early before you let your child get too far behind. Also, be sure 
to carefully look over your child's report card every time it comes out. 



Apply for any special services if you feel that your child may need help 
with. If your child is having difficulties with learning, ask the school to 
evaluate your child. The teacher should be able to provide individual 
learning accommodations for your child in the class. If the school finds 
and discovers that your child has a learning disability, he will receive 
extra help at no cost to you. 

Make sure that your child always gets his/her homework done every 
single day. You should tell your child know that you think education is 
critical and that their homework must be done every day. You can help 
your child with his/her homework by merely setting aside a special 
place to study, that is just for study and homework, establishing a 
regular set time for homework to be done, and removing any and all 
distractions such as the t.v and friends phone calls that is during 
homework time. 

Find some extra homework help for your child if it is needed. If you find 
that it is too difficult for you to give your child help your child with help 
with homework or school projects, see if you can find someone else 
who would be able to help. You need to contact the school, find some 
tutoring groups, Look into some after school programs, possible 
churches, and public libraries. You can also see if a competent older 
student, neighbor, or knowledgeable friend can help. 


Help your child prepare for tests. Various tests play a vital role in 
determining a student's grade and finding out how they are doing in 
school and their knowledge in any subject. Your child will also most 
likely take several standardized tests during the school year. And your 
child's teacher will spend some class of the time on test preparation 



throughout the school year. There are several ways as a parent that you 
can help and support your child before and after taking standardized 
tests, just as you can support and encourage your child's daily learning 
habits on a regular everyday basis. This will help him/her be much more 
prepared when it's time to take the tests. 


Get involved with your child's school. 


Learn what all the school has to offer. Read every bit of the information 
that the school sends home with the child. You can talk to the other 
parents to see what programs the school has to offer. You must 
remember to keep track of all events, assignments, and projects 
throughout the whole school year. 


Volunteer at your child's school and join your school's parent-teacher 
group. Teachers really appreciate it when parents come to help out at 
the school! There are so many ways you can contribute, give, and do. 
You can be a volunteer in your child's classroom or help out in the 
school library. You could make food for a particular school event. Even 
if you work a job or go to school during the day, you can attend special 
"parents' night out" activities or attend your child's performances and 
events faithfully. Most schools have a group of parents who meet 
regularly to talk about the school, and this is usually called the PTA or 
called the PTO. You can speak with other parents about different ways 
they can improve the classroom and the school.

Ask questions. If there is something even slightly concerns you about 
your child's learning or behavior, you should always ask the teacher or 
principal about it and seek their advice 


Learn about your many rights. It's crucial to know about all your rights

Is he or she having trouble learning the 
school material, how he/she is behaving, or if studying has been 
effective? Are there any problems with other students, teachers, or an 
administrator?
